There is a certain amount of action outstanding 
on this file, most of which is disposed of by the 
seven drafts submitted opposite. The only ones 
to which I need draw particular attention are 
Drafts A and E. 


Draft A is intended to rectify an oversight. 
In correspondence with the East African Governments 
about the disposal of these refugees, we Bibmpovtands lntaight ¢ 
the fact that there are three mental cases detained 
in Southern Rhodesia, who are paid for by the 
Northern Rhodesian Government, subject to reimburse- 
ment by I.R.0. (now/H.M.G.). The Tanganwike 
Government have agreed to accommodate all the mental 
cases in East Africa at H.M.G.'s expense, and we 
should, I think, ask theiNorthern Rhodesian Govern- 
ment whether a similar arrangement @ould continue 
in respect of mental cases now detained in 
Southern Rhodesia. Mr. Williams should see the 
draft, but need not I think be troubled with the 
entire past history of this matter. 


Draft E, which Mr. Bryant should see, secks 
Treasury approval for conveying an assurance to 
the Hast African Governments that the cost of 
certain passages, for which there is some doubt 
whether I.R.O. will pay, will if necessary be met 
by H.M.G.. Now that I.R.O. have ceased operations 
in East Africa, H.M.G. will be responsible for the 
payment of maintenaneec costs. It has not yet 
been deétded which departmental vote is to bear 
these. Meanwhile, three cases have arisen of 


refugees whdek have prospects of resettlement 

if passages can be booked for them, and it is \ 
clearly to the advantage of H.M.G. that they 
should be so moved, thereby implementing H.M.G.'s 
pledge to the Hast African Governments and saving 
on maintenance costs. I hope that Mr. Bryant will 
agree to this approach to the Treasury. 


The other major matter outstanding is the 
personal telegram at No. 42 from Sir John Hall to 
Mr. Cohen, in which the Governor complains of 
what he calls H.M.G.'s prolonged delay in honouring 
their promise to remove all Poles from Uganda, 
and asks that those responsible may be urged to 
authorise their immediate departure to the United 
Kingdom. 


I have attempted to set out the present position 
in a note which is attached opposite at No. 52. 
As can be seen from the file, the Colonial Office 
has been very active in pressing for the removal 
of all the Poles from East Africa and no opportunity 
has been lost to point out the urgency of the 
matter - see, for example, our letters to the 
Home Office at (240) and (289) on the 1950 papers. 


Of the 20,000-odd refugees who were originally 
sent to East Africa, there remain only 266. 95 
of these are in possession of U.K. visas, and a 
further 28 will be admitted to the United Kingdom

if they are not resettled soon. As the Governor 

points out, the number whose fate is not sett 

is now very small (37 only in Uganda), and aed oo 
\ukthis is proof of H.M.G.'s good intentions and a 

tribute to the successful action which has been 

taken on this problem, rather than a cause for 

complaint as the Governor suggests. 


Without entering into the detailed considerations 
involved, it may be said that there are main 
categories of Poles still in Uganda and Tanganyika 
of whom the Governments are anxious to get rid:- 


(i) Those with U.K. visas who are being 
retained by Uganda as camp staff. These persons 
may be embarked at any time and it is’so far 
unexplained why Uganda, but not Tanganyika, 
has been compelled to retain so many in this 
category. 


(ii) Transit Cases: only those who appear 
to have @ reasonable chance of proceeding direct 
to America in the near future have, at the request 
of the Home Office, been left in East Africa. 
There is, however, Ministerial authority for 
them to be admitted to the United Kingdom 
if necessary. 


(iii) Medical Cases (other than T.B., bedridden 
and mental, whom the East African Governments 
have agreed to accommodate at H.M.G.'s expense): 
the Ministry of Health has been asked to’ agree 
that these persons should be admitted to the 
United Kingdom - see No. 11. A reply has not 
yet been recéived. 


(iv) Deportation Cases: in accordance with the 
Ministerial decisions of July, 1950, the East 
African Governments have been asked to make 
Deportation Orders, and have been provided with 
the necessary advice and assistance on questions 
of procedure, The question will, however, arise 
of the disposal of those refugees who cannot be 
deported, and the Home Office has consistently 
refused to admit these people to the United 
Kingdom. A further approach to Ministers may 
therefore be necessary, but, in view of the 
terms of the directions of July, 1950, it seems 
necessary first to attempt deportation in all 
cases. 


Immigewtion ‘Kep 
(vy) Other 3 all but five of these 
eases (35 in (-Ugandas:) have either been admitted 


to the United Kingdom or otherwise resettled, 
and it is reasonably certain that the remaining 
5 will be disposed of shortly. The 3 in Uganda 
are being eonsidered by the Home Office for 
admission to the United Kingdom, but no decision 
has yet been reached. 


The present position (summarised for the 
benefit of the East African Governments in 
No. 37/40) has been reached after much corres— 
pondence and discussion with the other Departments 
concerned. We could, I think, ask the Ministry 
of Health to speed their decision on the medical 
cases ani, if the approach were made on a 


/sufficiently 


sufficiently high level, the Home Office might 
be persuaded to admit the remaining transit cases 
into the United Kingdom and to give an early 
decision on the few remaining immigration cases. 
The really difficult problem will probably be 
the deportation cases, and it is doubtful, in 
view of the attitude of the Home Office, whether 
any further progress can be made on this at the 
present level of official consultation.

I think thesdraftscopposite will promee 
action en all outstanding points except the 
question of inter-departmental squabbles ebout 
whose vote should carry the expenditure on 
refugees which H.M.G. has undertaken to meet, 
6nd &khex Miss Sidor's suitcase(see 82). H.la. 
is responsible for all maintenance costs since 
June last year when the 1.R.0. eeased maintenance 
payments and confined itself to "clearing up" 
i.e. mainly transport, and will also have to 
pey for the movement of any refugees who cannot 
claim passages at I.R.0.'s expense. See 
pare § of (102). The reference to this inthe 
dreft savingrams is beed on conversation with 
Mrs. Hughes. 


As the charges on Miss. Sidor's suitcase 
ere accumulating, and the weather has turned 
cold again, perhaps Mr. Bryant could be asked 
if we could pay the charges and get the baggage 
and argue afterwards with E.A. about who pays. 


We shall heave a comeback to my remarks in 
(104) about deportation cases, which will 
eventually lead to a fight at high, possibly 
ministerial level. If the Home Office have 
not reeeted by mid-May we ought to try to get 
@ decision.

Now that it should be possible to send all the remaining 
accepted refugees, it is essential that we are given some idea 
of the basis on which they propose to get them.away. I imagine 
that it would be easier (as regards availability of shipping) and 
more economical (as regards arrangements to be made here) for them 
to come in small groups, but if it is decided that they should come 
in large parties it may be necessary to set up a transit camp. 
For this purpose the National Assistance Board would want to know 
at least a month in advance the approximate port and date of 
arrival, Advance copies of nominal rolls, baggage manifests

Mr. Rogers, Mr. Dawson and Mrs. Harris of the Colonial Office 
came to see Mr. Howard and me on the 24th January, about the 
disposal of the immigration rejects in Bast Africa. After some 
discussion it was agreed that there was no measure of difference 
between the two Departments except as regards the disposal of the 
17 criminal rejects. (The disposal of the other immigration 
rejects is covered fully on ALG. 254/6/59). 


Mr, Rogers said that the Hast African Governments felt very 
strongly avout being saddled with these highly undesirable white 
refugees. His Majesty's Government had given a pledge to remove 
all the Poles from Africa after the war and the Colonial Office 
thought this should be redeemed if necessary by bringing the 
criminals to the United Kingdom. Although he appreciated that 
there were good reasons for not letting them into the United 
Kingdom he thought that they could do more damage in Africa than 
here. If left behind in Africa he thonght they would be likely 
to become hangers-on to the criminal population in the larger 
towns and the ports where they might constitute a security risk, 
The danger of racial riots in Hast Africa was a real one and the 
presence of a group of anti-social, brutal, criminal Poles was 
likely to foment trouble of this kind. 


Mr. Howard explained that Ministers had not yet been convinced 
that the Colonies had done their best to absorb refugees, and 
that there was also a danger of an alien scare in the United 
Kingdom. The number of our alien population had doubled since 
the war and the proportion of Poles was very high and their 
reputation correspondingly low, While we had little choice in 
selecting Poles brought here from Ifaly with General Anders Army, 
he thought the Home Office would be subject to very strong 
criticism if the general public knew that permission had been 
given for hardened criminals to come here. The Home Secretary 
had explained, when the matter was discussed by Ministers, that 
he could not contemplat&ArMesirables being brought to the United 


Kingdom, and Ministers had not challenged that view. 


After further discussion it was appreciated that the question 
of the disposal of the criminals, if they could not be returned 
to Poland, would have to be raised between Ministers. It was 
agreed, however, that the Colonial Governments should be 
instructed to take all possible measures to secure deportation 
of the 17 criminals in their territorties to Poland and that 
they should do their best to complete the forms sent out on the 
50th October. Although the Polish criminals were unco-operative 
there should be I.R.O. records in Sast Africa which would enable 
most of the information required on the form to be given. It 
would be made clear to the Governors that His Majesty's 
Government would stand any criticism from the I.R.O. or any 
other international bodies about the decision to deport 
criminals to Poland. 


It was agreed:—- 


(1) that the Colonial Office should send a telegram to 
East Africa informing the Governments that the decision to deport 
the 17 criminals to Poland still held good and that all possible 
steps should be taken to complete the forms, notwithstanding the 
fact that the criminals themselves were unwilling to co-operate:

Dear Mr. Bates, 


One or two of the outstanding questions in connection with 
the movement of the Polish refugees in East Africa are now becoming 
fairly urgent and I think the following should be raised with the 
East African Governments without delay. 


I Movement of the Balance of United Kingdom Acceptances 


I see from the Uganda savingram (No. 243) of the 19th March, 
which Miss Orde-Browne sent to Miss Williams, that the Governor is 
looking into the question of the continued necessity of keeping 
these people there. Now that it has been decided to bring most 
of the medical rejects to this country I do not think he can 
justifiebly retain them much longer, and in view of the necessity 
for completing the arrangements for their departure before the 
30th June (ise. if I.R.O. are to pay for their transportation) 

I shall be glad if you will ask for these to be put in hand 
immediately. At the same time it might be as well to stress 
the necessity for ensuring that adequate advance notice of arrival 
here is given so that arrangements can be made to meet and 
accommodate them. (My letter of the 19th January to Mr. Dawson 
and your savingram of the 15thMarch refer) This is particularly 
important as the National Assistance Board have not as many Polish 
speaking staff available as previously. In one case recently, 
that of Wladyslawa Szunejko, no information was received as to the 
estimated time of her arrival and they had to send a shorthand 
typist to meet her, It would perhaps be as well to mention 
luggage, ete., as we do not want a repetition of our recent 
experiences over Miss Sidor,

In your letter No. USR 1623/2 of the 31st March, 
you asked if we would have any objectios to the 
Principal Immigration Officer at Dar es Salaam issuing 
Military Entry/ixit Permits to Polish refugees crossing 
Austria. 


2. In principle we would prefer these people to be 

given Austrian transit visas. The Austrian Consul for 

the district, Dr. Anton Mayr-Harting, resiges in 
Johannesburg at 110, Fox Street, Somerset House. There 
are also Austrian Consulates along the route at Cairo and 
Genoa. The Austrians here say there would be no difficulty 
about issuing transit visas and that their representative 
would need no special authority. Nor are there any 
Quadripartite restrictions on the Austrians’ freedom to 
issue transit visas. 


3. If, however, there are administrative reasons why 


this procedure would be unsuitable, we should be happy 
to agree to the alternative of Military Entry Permits.

2. In my confidential Saving No.662 of 4th December 
275/°? 1960 1 explained in detail the difficulties in the way of the 

completion of the "Registration and Passport Application 
Forms" by these persons. Following the receipt of your 
Saving telegram under reference further enquiries have been 
made with the object of obtaining information additional to 
that already recorded on the application forms, It has not 
been found possible to obtain such information. In this 
connexion, attention is drawn to paragraph 5 of my confidential 
Saving No.598 of 28th October 1950, where it is explained that, 
of the 14 persons in question, one only came direct to 
Tanganyika as a refugee : almost all the others came to this 
territory comparatively recently from Northern and Southern 
Rhodesia, 

Se The Law Officers have again been consulted and it 
is their view that it would be a complete waste of time and 
effort to attempt to prepare deportation orders against these 
persons until it has deen definitely ascertained that the 
Polish authorities will be prepared to act on the semi-completed 
registration and passport application forms, I am, therefore, 
enclosing one of these forms, that prepared on behalf of 
Jan Kania, and I should be grateful if you would ascertain 
from the Polish authorities whether they would be prepared to 
issue visas on the information contained in this form and other 
forms completed to a similar extent, 


4, In this connexion I would refer to a recent 
communication on another subject received from the I.R.0. 
Headquarters in Geneva, (letter No.370/62/MBA of 19th March, 
addressed by the Director of Xesettlement and Kepatriation to 
the Director of Refugees, Dar es Salaam), in which the

2. With reference to paragraph 3(5) of your saving telegram 
T am glad to be able to report that, with a single exception, all of 
the 16 transit cases in Tanganyika who were considered as having good 
chances of resettlement elsewhere, have either already left this 
territory on resettlement or are considered likely to leave in the 
next few months. 


5. The exception is Galanek Jozef. This man had originally been 
sponsored for the United States of America by an aunt, Mrs.Sokolowska, 
who is a widow. She has now ascertained that Galanek is of such short 
stature as to be virtually a dwarf and she has withdraw her sponsorship. 
There is no likelihood of Galanek being accepted by any other country 
and in the circumstances I am compelled to ask that he be accepted 
into the United Kingdom. He is a young man, 19 years of age, and is 
understood to be quite fit. ‘The Commandant of the camp (‘T'engeru) where 
he is at present accommodated reports that he is quite intelligent and 
might well be suitable for enployment as a lift boy or in some similar 
occupation where his short stature would not be a handicap. In Tengeru 
he was employed, among other duties, on brush-making and as an assistant 
in the shop of the co-operative canteen.

I think you will finé that the attached show mest cf the 
information required by the International Refugee Crzganisation 
in comection with the movements of the Polish refugees in East 
Africa who have been accepted for the United Kingdon, 


@ I should perhaps explain that these have been compiled fron 
our own records, which do not’ in all cases correspond with the 
lists supplied from time to time by the Colonial Governments. 
Theirs are smaller and are no doubt correct, but for the purpose 
of calculating a sum of money to be set aside I think we should 
err on the side of too many rather then too few, We have already 
taken up the question of the discrepancies with the Colonial 
Office and I enclose a copy of our letter for your informetion. 


I believe you already know that the Colonial Office and the 
Ministry of Health have agreed in principle that the medical re- 
jects (other than mental cases) and their dependants should be 
brought to the United Kingdom, ani although a final decision has 
not yet been taken, I have included a list of the persons involved 
so that provision can be made for them in the estimate, 


There are also one cr two cases at present under consideration 
which we think will be approved shortly and I have had these 
listed.

While on the subject of fares, you may be interested to 
know that the Tanganyika Government has esked the Colonial Office 
who is to pay the fare of a Mr, S. 2%, Szcsepanski who went out 
to Kast Africa in 19%3 to assist with the education of refugees. 
With the removal of the Poles his job has naturally come to an 
end and we have authorised visas allowing beth him and a 
Mr. W. Serefin (who also went there in a similar capacity) to 
return, These people are not an International Refugee Grgenisation 
responsibility and I only mention then in case you are 
approached on their behalf. I think however that a good case 
could be made for asking 1.R.0, to pay. 


Qm the question of transit cases, I sent you two days ago 
@ copy of my letter to Mir. Harris of the Ministry of Labour 
about the arrangements to be made for the onforwarding of those 
already here. We are stiil diseussing details with Mr, lavidge 
but hope to have a more or Less concrete list before long, 


4s regards those transit cases left in Bast Africa, we told 
the Colonial Crfice on the 19th Jenuary that there were 33 whom 
we considered should remain a few menths longer in the expectation 
that they would shortly be able to preceed to their final 
destinations. If in the meantime there should be evidence tc 
shew that their departure would be unlikely, we would be prepared 
to admit them to the United Kingdem, We have heard nothing 
further about their orespects but they will have to be included 
in the estixate in one of the categories, We are asking the . 
Colonial Gffice to find cut sanething definite about them . 
A list of the names of these people is attached, as

I think the above disposes of the Hast African cases, but 
sere is I believe one United Kingdom visa holder still in the 
Lebanon. Her name is Barbara KULIXOWSAA and it was decided that 
she should remain there until she hsd completed her nurses training. 


In addition I am woniering if you think some provision might 
be made to allow for the possibility of bringing some, if not all, 
of the Lebanon medical rejects (excluding. mental cases) and their 
dependents here, If the proposal about the East African cases 
goes through I imagine that you may want to bring those fron the 

on, iI understand that there is adequate room in the Polish 
hospitals but staffing difficulties might prove an obstacle, In 
any event, some of the cases should now be @ue for review and a 
proportion will no doubt be declared as fit and eligible to come 
here, Whether or not I.R.0, will meet the cost of their fares 
after having, in some cases, paid the grant in respect of

2s Among the persons rejected was Bernard Magiuk, 
alias Boris Afamasev. The particulars and history 
of this individual are set out at some length in his 
personal dossier enclosed with your saving telegram 
referred to above, Since the visit of the United Kingdom 
Mission last July, he has been accommodated in Tengeru 
Refugee Camp, principally to enable him to get treatment 
for the tuberculosis from which he is suffering. It has 
also been considered advisable on security grounds that 
he should remain in tne camp and should not be permitted 
to take up outside employment again. 


5s, I now enclose copies of two recent letters, 
dated the 18th and 27th of March respectively, receVied 
from Masiuk. Wo answer had been returned to the former 
letter before the latter arrived. From the point of 
view of this territory it is very desirable that Masiuk 
should be allowed to return to Russia forthwith and, 
unless you see any objection to his being permitted to 
do so, it would be much appreciated if you would assist 
in securing his early departure. 


4, In this connexion, no information is available 
here as to the means by which Masiuk could secure a 
visa authorising his return to Russia and I should be 
grateful if you would advise me as to the steps which 
should be taken in this case. It is understood that, 
as a normal rule, an individual cannot get a visa to 
enter Russia unless his visit is sponsored by some Russian 
organisation: but the position when a Russian citizen is 
the applicant is not know, It would appear from the 
second letter enclosed that Masiuk may contemplate making 
a personal application to the Soviet authorities but 
even should he secure a visa by these means, he will not 
be able, as far as is knowm, to pay his own fare to 
Russia. It is possible that tne International Refugee 
Organisation office in London might be able to handle 
Masiuk's case as being that of an ordinary Russia refugee 
wishing to return to the Soviet Union. 


5. There are no grounds for the allegations of 
bad treatment or injustice made in Masiuk's two letters. 
Unless he is, in fact, a Russian agent, these allegations 
are probably the first step in a campaign by which he 
hopes to put himself right in the eyes of the Russian 
authorities.

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DISPOSAL OF POLISH REFUGEES IN EAST AFRICA 


The background to this question is briefly 
that these refugees were evacuated from the U.S.S.R. 
to Persia in 1942 and were subsequently transferred 
to East Africa on military andtmmanitarian grounds 
on the clear understanding, which was given wide 
publicity in East Africa, that they would be removed 
at the end of the war. An assurance to this effect 
wes given in the House of Conmons by the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies in reply to a Parliamentary 
Question on the 7th April, 1943. 


The continued presence of these refugees in 
East Aprica is regarded by the Hast African Governments 
and by the Colonial Office as politically and socially 
undesirable. The East African Governments consider 
that they have more than fulfilled their obligations 
in the eight years which have passed since 1942, 
and in addition over a thousand refugees have been 
resettled locally. This is a large number in relation 
to the European population. To retain the remaining 
Poles would create the most serious educational and 
medical problems in predominantly African countries 
where the existing resources in both these fields 
are taxed to the utmost. It is also in the interests 
of, and desired by, the Poles themselves that they 
should be removed to the United Kingdom instead of 
remaining in camps in territories where no permanent 
employment can be found for them and where they have 
already shown signs of becoming a bad influence on 
the native population, 


The Colonial Office line has throughout been 
to prees for the removal of all the remaining Poles 
from East Africa in accordance with the undertaking 
given by H.M.G. 


When the question of admitting these Polish refugees 
into the United Kingdom was discussed by the Cabinet 
on the 25th April, 1950, Ministers directed that 
an official mission should visit East Africa to report 
on the categories of Poles remaining there. The 
fact-finding mission, consisting of two medical 
officers from the Ministry of Health and an Immigration 
Officer from the Home Office, flew to East Africa 
in May, 1950, and later submitted a report in the 
light of which Ministers directed at a further 
Cabinet Meeting that:- 


1. 1285 of the refugees should be admitted to the 
United Kingdom forthwith, 


2. <A further 210 transit cases should be admitted 
to the United Kingdom if necessary, pending 
resettlement elsewhere. 


An attempt should be made to deport criminal and 
security cases direct from East Africa to Poland. 


The Tanganyika Government should be asked to 
contribute to the cost of extra hospital 
accommodation for certain refugees who might be 
retained in East Africa on medical grounds, and 
that the cost of maintaining these cases should 
be ascertained. 


/No 


No decisions wre taken regarding the bulk of the 
medical rejects or those criminal and security cases 
who could not be deported, and Colonial Office 
approaches to the Home Office and Ministry of Health 
at the official level have not so far resulted in 
a solution. 


Following the Ministerial directions:- 


(4) All except 79 of the 1285 acceptances have 
been brought to the United Kingdom. Those 
still in East Africa are retained in Uganda 
as essential camp staff pending the disposal 
of the other categories. 


All except 34 of the 210 transit cases have 
either been resettled or granted U.K. visas. 
The 34 who remained are considered to have good 
chances of resettlement in the United States, 
but there is Ministerial authopity to bring 
them to the United Kingdom if necessary; the 
Home Office have so far taken the view that 
they should remain in East Africa for so long 
as they appear to have a chance of resettlement 
elsewhere, 


The East African Governments have been furnished 
with all necessary instructions regarding the 
proposed deportation of criminal and security 
cases and also on the disposal of other refugees 
in these categories who are not considered 

by the Home Office to merit deportation. 


The Tanganyika Government has agreed to 
accommodate T.B. and mental cases and 
dependants from Tanganyika and Uganda at 
H.M.G. expense, and the Uganda Government has 
agreed to accommodate bedridden cases and 
their depéndants also at H.M.G. expense. 


There are, however, 49 other medical cases for 
whom no proper accommodation nor facilities will be 
available now that the Polish refugee communities 
are being broken up. Both Governments consider that 
the only satisfactory course is to remove them to 
the United Kingdom, and the Colonial Office has written 
to the Ministry of Health to seek their agreement 
to this course. It is understood that the Home 
Office would be prepared to issue the necessary visas.

Mr. Rogers, Mr. Dawson and Mr. Harris of the Colonial Office 
came to see Mr. Howard and me on the 24th January about the 
disposal of the immigration rejects in East Africa. After some 
discussion it was agreed that there was no measure of difference 
between the two Departments except as regards the disposal of the 
17 criminal rejects. (The disposal of the other immigration 
rejects is covered fully on AlG.254/6/59). 


Mr. Rogers said that the East African Governments felt very 
strongly about being saddled with these highly undesirable white 
refugees. His Majesty's Government had given a pledge to remove 
all the Poles from Africa after the war and the Colonial Office 
thought this should be redeemed if necessary by bringing the 
criminals to the United Kingdom. Although he appreciated that- 
there were good reasons for not letting them into the United 
Kingdom he thought that they could do more damage in Africa than 
here. If left behind in Africa he thought they would be likely 
to become hangers-on to the criminal population in the larger 
towns and the ports where they might constitute a security risk. 
The danger of racial riots in East Africa was a real one and the 
presence of a group of anti-social, brutal, criminal Poles was 
likely to foment trouble of this kind. 


Mr. Howard explained that Ministers had not yet been convin- 
ced that the Colonies had done their best to absorb refugees, and 
that there was also a danger of an alien scare in the United 
Kingdom. The number of our alien population had doubled since 
the war and the proportion of Poles was very high and their 
reputation correspondingly low. While we had little choice in 
selecting Poles brought here from Italy with General Anders Amy, 
he thought the Home Office would be subject to very strong 
criticism if the general public kmew that permission had been 
given for hardened criminals to come here. The Home Secretary 
had explained when this matter was discussed by Ministers, that 
he could not contemplate known undesirables being brought to the 
United Kingdom, and Ministers had not challenged that view. 


After further discussion it was appreciated that the 
question of the disposal of the criminals, if they could not be 


/ returned 


returned to Poland, would have to be raised-between Ministers. Sf 
It was agreed, however, that the Colonial Governments should be 
instructed to take all possible measures to secure deportation of 
the 1/ criminals in their territories to Poland and that they 
should do their best to complete the forms sent out on the 

50th October. Although the Polish criminals were unco-operative 
there should be I.R.O. records in Hast Africa which would enable 
most of the information required on the form to be given. It 
would be made clear to the Governors that His Majesty's Government 
would stand any criticism from the I,R.0. or any other inter- 
national bodies about the decision to deport criminals to Poland. 


It was agreed: 


(1) that the Colonial Office should send a telegram to Hast 
Africa informing the Governments that the decision to deport 
the 17 criminals to Poland still held good and that all possible 
steps should be taken to complete the forms, notwithstanding the 
fact that the criminals themselves were unwilling to co-operate; 


(2) that if the Polish Government accepted any of the 
criminals and issued them with the passports they might, if 
necessary, be returned to Poland via the United Kingdom; 


(3) if no decision had been reached by June on any of 
these cases the Colonial Office would consider raising the 
matter as between Ministers.

I am most disturbed by H.M. Government's prolonged 
delay in honouring their promise to remove all Poles from Uganda. 
Gontinued presence of Poles at Koja is a source of great 
embarrassment in that I wish to establish new approved school 
temporarily at Koja. Apart from urgent social need for an 
approved school, the headmaster has already been waiting here 
some months without occupation. The urgent need to establish 
school was stressed by Chinn during his recent visit and I am 
most anxious to make a start. It is a matter of pressing 
importance, therefore, that we should be relieved of the Poles 
without further delay. 


Sis If you will examine figures in paragraph 1 of my 
savingram NO. 450 to Administrator, East Aprica High Commission, 
@ copy of wh was forwarded to you by him, you will see that 
numbers involved in H.M. Government's decision were at that time 
not large and have fallen somewhat since then owing to deaths 
and resettlement elsewhere.

With reference to previous 
correspondence regarding the so-called "transit" cases 
among the Polish refugees remaining in Tengeru, a _ 
difficulty has arisen in regard to those proceeding to 
Canada and the United States of America under International 
Refugee Organisation auspices.

Alternatively 
if Ut aternational Refugee Organisation were prepared to 
agree (they have not been approached yet) would it be 
permissible for that organisation to send refugees proceeding

Mental Hospital, Bulawayo, Southern Rhodesia, and to claim 
re-imbursement, and it would be useful to know whether this 
system is to continue indefinitely. Also, in September 
4950, the medical authorities of the Ingutsheni hospital 
recommended that one of the Polish evacuee patients was fit 
for discharge.

I understand that Mr. Dawson mentioned to you 
the case of the Polish refugee in East Africa who 
has prospects of resettlement in India provided that 
some authority will pay for his passage. (He is 
outside the scope of I,R.0. in this respect). After 
discussion with the Home Office, we are advising the 
Tanganyika Government, in view of the urgency of the 
matter, to document this man and book a passage to 
India for him and that we hope to confirm shortly that 
cost will be met by His Majesty's Government. It 
will clearly be cheaper from the point of view of 
His Majesty's Government if he goes to India now since 
he would otherwise have to be maintained indefinitely 
at His Mejesty’s Government's expense, 


I understend, however, that before we take up 
with the Treasury the question of which Department 
should ultimately pay for the cost of the passage,you 
may be able to offer some advice on this point, and I 
enclose copies of the relevant correspondenee for 
your information.

Government appreciate the desire of the 
two Governments to regain possession of 
the two refugee camps but trust that both 
Governments will continue to co-operate 
in dealing with this problem as they have 
done throughout.

obligation to remove all remaining Poles 
from East Africa and nothing in the follow- 


ing arrangements detracts from that 
undertaking. It is my earnest hope that

POLISH REFUGEES IN EAST AFRICA 


1s The background to this question is, briefly, that these refugees 

were evacuated from the U.5.5.R. in 1942 and were transferred to East Africa 
on the understanding that they would be remwaiat the eni of the war. 

An assurance to this effect was given in Parliament on the 7th April, 1943. 
The present position is that these people are being held at two camps 

in East Africa, Koja and Tengewu run by the Governments of Uganda ana 
Tanganyika respectively. The International Refugees Organisation are 
formally responsible for their disposal, including the cost, but the camps 
are mainly being cleared on instructions from His Majesty's Government 
acting with the advice and consent of the Internatioml Refugees Organisation. 
It is hoped to deal with all the Polish refugees in East Africa before 

the International Refugees Organisation winds up later this year so as 

to avoid the possibility of the expenditure involved falling directly on to 
United Kingdom funds. 

2. When the question of accommodating these refugees in the United 
Kingdom was discussed on the 25th April, 1950, Ministers directed that 

an official Mission should visit East Africa to report on the categories 
of Poles there. ‘he Mission later submitted a detailed report in the 

light of which Ministers directed that certain further steps should be 
taken to dispose of the refugeese No clear directions were issued on the 
medical cases except that the Tanganyika Government were to be asked to 
contribute to the cost of extra hospital accommodation for certain 
refugees who might be retained in Hast Africa on medical grounds, and that 
the cost of this accommodation should be ascertained. No decisions were 
taken regarding the m jority of the medical rejects. 


3. Following the Ministerial directions:- 


(a) The Uganda Government has agreed to accommodate 9 bed ridden cases 
and their dependents at a total estimted cost to His Majesty's 
Government of about £5,000 per annum. 


There are 13 mental cases who could be accommodated in Tanganyika 
at an estimated cost to His Majesty's Government of £1,200 capital, 
being the cost of an extra ward, and £1,186 per annum recurrent, 
being maintenance at 5/— per day. 


The Tanganyika Government has agreed to find accommodation for those 
7.5. cases who must remain in bedy numbering twelve, out of an 
approximate total of thirty-three T.B. cases and dependents. ‘he 
cost to His Majesty's Government is estimated at £5,400 capital, 
being six cottages each accommodating two persons, and £2,190 per 
annum recurrent, being maintenance at 10/- per day.

Polish Refugees in East Africa 


As agreed at our meeting yesterday morning, I am writing to 
summarise the present position as regards transit cases and 
immigration rejects. It will, I think, be helpful to deal in 
detail with the disposal of all 37 immigration rejects, although 
I know that you are aware of what has happened to a number of 
then. 


Transit cases 


As I explained yesterday, the United States Consulate in 
London have advised me that there is nothing to be gained by 
sending to the United Kingdom those Polish refugees in East 
Africa who have affidavits for the U.S.A. in 1947 or before. 
None of the Polish refugees in Africa will be eligible for 
inclusion under the revised Displaced Persons Act and even if 
they were brought now to the United Kingdom they would not 
qualify as they would not have been resident in Europe before 
1949. United States visas under the ordinary quota system are 
now being issued to Poles who registered in the spring of 1947 
and the Consulate in London takes the view that the Poles in 
Africa whose affidavits date from 1947 or before should, provided 
their sponsorships are satisfactory, be able to get away to the 
United States within a few months. I note that practically all 
who had affidavits of 1946 have now proceeded to the U.S.A.

ITEM 5+ POLISH CAMP AT-KOJA, 

Several hundred Poles have left the Polish Camp 
recently for the United Kingdom. The remaining population 
of. the Camp has now fallen to 163. It is hoped that most of 
these will also depart from the United Kingdom during the 
coming months, There will, however, be a small residue of 
bedridden sick amounting, probably, to.less than a dozen, 
who will be permanently accommodated in the Polish Ward at 
the Kampala Hospital. Their dependants, amounting about 
another dozen people, are expected to be accommodated 
temporarily in Kampala, near their relatives. These 
dependants, however, .hold visas for the Uni Kingdom and 
will eventually be resettled there, 


It has been decided not to.abandon tthe Koja Camp 
but to find some permanent use for it. For this reason 
accommodation at the Camp is being maintained in excess of 
the needs of the present Polish population. A final decision 
on the actual use to’ which the Camp will be. put has not 
yet been taken but projects under consideration include the 
temporary accommodation of the new-Approved School and the 
act eventually, of establishing a Leper Settlement 

here. 


ITEM 6. SCHOLARSHIP SELECTION COMMITTEE , 


The first meeting of the newly consituted 
Scholarship Selection Committee (General Notice No.790 
of 1950) was held in-Kampala on‘the 25th October. .'The 
date wae chosen to fit in with the Ugan Communication 
Flights and one African member travelled down ond returned 
by air for the meeting, being the first African to make 
use of the flights for such a purpose.
